Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  3'^  st 
December,  1971. 

There  was  again  a decrease  in  population.  Not  only  did  deaths  outnumber 
births  but  some  residents  left  the  district. 

In  an  area  of  aging  population  housing  for  the  elderly  assumes  major 
importance.  It  is  not  economic  from  any  angle  for  an  elderly  person  to  occupy 
a three  bedroom  house.  Far  better  that  such  a property  be  released  for  the 
married  couple  with  the  young  family.  The  provision  of  housing  for  the  elderly 
requires  careful  examination.  There  are  needs  that  should  be  considered,  the 
foremost  of  v/hich  is  the  site. 

The  location  should  be  in  a somewhat  sheltered  area  so  that  the  v/inter 
weather  does  not  mean  big  fuel  bills;  it  should  also  be  a level  site  and  have 
level  approach  roads.  Icy  patches  on  footpaths  are  very  dangerous  to  the  less 
surefooted.  It  should  be  within  easy,  comfortable  walking  distance  of  the 
shops,  the  local  library,  such  social  activities  as  are  provided  for  this  age 
group  and  the  church  or  chapel  if  possible.  Many  elderly  people  like  to  live 
near  but  not  too  near  a housing  estate  where  there  are  young  children.  In 
other  v/ords  because  one  has  retired  from  employment  one  should  not  be  considered 
as  retired  from  living!  It  may  be  pleasant  to  have  as  neighbours  people  of  one's 
own  age  group,  but  segregation  of  the  elderly  can  be  depressing. 

In  the  planning  of  this  type  of  housing  a warden  supervised  scheme  with  a 
call  system  is  a definite  advantage  and  doas  help  to  preserve  independence 
v/hile  still  keeping  the  residents  in  a community. 

There  are  many  differing  housing  designs  but  an  essential  feature  must  be 
some  form  of  central  heating  which  is  not  too  costly,  and  the  addition  of  double 
glazing  though  initially  expensive  can  cut  fuel  bills  very  considerably.  Central 
heating  is  not  a modem  luxury  - the  Romans  had  underfloor  heating  over  2000 
years  ago!! 

Modifications  to  bathroom  and  toilet,  cupboards  that  are  accessible,  power 
points  at  a reasonable  height  from  the  floor  and  many  other  items  orientated  to 
the  age  group  can  be  provided  at  little  or  no  extra  cost,  but  this  planning  of 
the  flatlet  or  bungalow  must  be  carefully  thought  out  so  that  the  rehousing  can 
be  accomplished  smoothly  and  the  nev/  resident  encouraged  to  en^.oy  the  amenities 
and  not  be  frightened  by  a changed  environment,.

Thou^  the  infant  mortality  rates  look  alarming  close  inspection  v/ill 
show  that  once  again  small  figures  are  misleading.  Obviously  six  stillbirths 
are  very  regrettable  and  inflate  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  but  as  had  been 
stated  previously  the  perinatal  period  is  fraught  with  danger  and  the  peri- 
natal mortality  rate  is  extremely  difficult  to  reduce.  Greater  attention  to 
antenatal  care  is  paid  each  year  and  it  is  only  by  these  means  that  this 
figure  can  be  reduced,  but  again  it  should  be  stressed  that  small  figures  are 
misleading.  This  is  manifest  once  more  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  of  32 
per  1000  live  births,  when  the  actual  number  of  deaths  is  two  in  62  live 
births.  There  were  five  illegitimate  live  births  and  two  illegitimate 
stillbirths. 
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The  death  rate  of  11.2  compares  favourably  with  the  national  rate 
(11.6)  and  the  increase  of  0.80  per  thousand  is  not  significant.

There  were  tvio  new  cases  during  the  year  and  one  patient  already  kno'wn 
moved  out  of  the  area  and  one  died.  It  v.dll  be  noted  that  in  the  "causes  of 
deatl'i"  it  is  stated  that  there  were  2 deaths  from  tuberculosis.  One  death 
occurred  in  a patient  not  resident  in  the  area  at  death  but  v7hose  usual  place 
of  residence  had  been  within  the  area. 

PREVENTION  OF  INFECTION 

Norfolk  County  Council  via  the  School  Health  Service  and  the  Child 
Health  Clindos  provided  protection  against  vdiooping  cou^,  diphtheria, 
tetanus,  poliomyelitis,  measles, -rubella  (Cerman  measles)  and  tuberculosis. 
General  practitioners  also  provide  immunisation  and  vaccination  against  the 
above  ?/ith  the  exception  of  tuberculosis. 

Rubella  immunisation  is  offered  to  girls  in  thein  thirteenth  year.  It  is 
knovai  that  rubella  infection  or  even  contact  vdth  infection  during  the  first 
three  months  of  pregnancy  can  have  harmful  effects  on  the  developing  baby. 
Hence  immunisation  towards  the  end  cf  the  school  attendance  period  provides 
protection  for  later  life. 

The  following  tables  show  the  work  done  in  the  preventive  field  by  the 
General  Practitioners  and  the  County  Departmental  Medical  Officers, 
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Medical  Offixe^s.

Poliomyelit i s 
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The  Joint  Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  recently  reviewed  the 
indications  for  offering  smallpox  vaccination  in  G-reat  Britain  now.  The 
Committee  stated  in  July  ■197'1  that  vaccination  against  smallpox  need  not  now 
be  recommended  as  a routine  procedure  in  early  childhood.  However,  all 
travelling  to  and  from  areas  vvhere  smallpox  is  endemic  should  be  protected 
by  recent  vaccination  as  shou3-d  those  members  of  Health  Service  staff  who 
come  into  contact  with  patients  suffering  from  smallpox. 
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Vaccination 

As  previous]^  stated  NorfoLk  County  Council  offer  protection  against 
this  disease  usually- in  the  thirteenth  year.  It  is  advisable  that  this 
procedure  continue  as  there  is  still  the  unsuspected  case  7;hose  presence  is 
a menace  especially  to  the  younger  age  groups.

The  Norfolk  County  Council  under  the  National  Health  Act,  1946  provide 
a Child  Health  Clinic  at  the  Cromer  Health  Office. .This  clinic  is  held  on  the 
first  and  third  Thursday  each  month,  the  Medical  Officer  attending  on  the 
first  Thui’sday,  Immunisation  and  vaccination  programmes  are  implemented  and 
developmental  paediatric  examinations  of  the  children  are  made  at  routine 
intervals. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  members  of  the  Public  Health  Coimuittee 
and  Council  for  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department;  also  the  Staff 
of  the  Urban  District  Council  and  the  Local  Health  Office  for  their  help  da 
the  preparation  of  this  lleport.

FOR  THE  YEAR  _ 1_971. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Cromer  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I am  honoured  to  present  to  you  yet  another  Annual  Report,  tlie  tenth  siiice 
taking  up  my  duties  in  Cromer. 

The  V7ork  of  the  Public  Health  Department  has  gone  on  steadily  throughout 
the  year,  with  special  emphasis  on  maintaining  and  raising  the  standards  of  fjud 
hygiene  in  our  hotels,  restaurants  and  other  catering  establishments.  Visits 
v/ere  made  as  regularly  as  possible  to  offices  and  shops  to  secure  compliance 
with  the  Offices,  Shops  tmd  Railv/ay  Premises  Act,  19^3. 

The  rate  of  house  building  v/as  maintained,  particularly  in  the  private 
sector,  but  the  year  was  a lean  one  so  far  as  council  house  completions  were 
concerned.  However,  the  rate  of  flat  conversions  and  house  improvements 
accelerated  during  the  period,  providing  much  needed  additional  housing  accom- 
modation, the  demands  for  -lA/hich  never  seem  to  lessen  over  the  years.  It  was 
found  necessaiy  to  spend  more  and  more  time  on  carrying  throu^  the  complicated 
Improvement  Grant  procedures. 

Big  improvements  were  carried  out  in  the  sui'face  water  drainage  system  Tdth 
a view  to  cutting  out  the  recurring  flooding  in  Station  Road,  Overstrand  Road 
(Chalet  Park,  Cricket  Field  and  Bov/ling  Green  areas)  in  times  of  heavy  storm. 
Consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  maintenance  of  the  outfall  sewer 
under  tlie  Pier  as  the  condition  of  this  pipe  deteriorates  ^d.th  every  storm  to 
V7hich  it  is  so  much  exposed.  This  consideration  may  be  linked  with  a proposal 
to  construct  a completely  new  outfall  se'wer  to  take  the  treated  sewage  from  an 
area  extending  from  Sheringham  to  Over strand. 

In  accordance  v/ith  Government  policy,  it  was  regretted  that  we  eventually 
had  to  lose  our  profitable  v/ater  undertaking  to  Normch  Corporation  from  1st 
April,  1971. 

i\mongst  the  more  unusual  nuisances  for  which  action  had  to  be  taken  was 
against  noise  from  a ’Bingo’  hall  and  from  the  ’tannoy'  system  of  a local  works. 
Authority  was  obtained  from  the  Courts  to  demolish  the  dangerous  Metropolo  Hotel 
and  one  now  wishes  that  the  site  could  be  re-developed  without  further  delay. 

The  disease  of  vandalism  remained  w'ith  us,  giving  rise  to  ao  much  waste  of 
time,  effort  and  ratepayers’  money. 

For  the  record,  may  I mention  that  the  Indoor  Market  commenced  in  Gai^den  &t , 
on  7. 5 *71,  the  town  was  favoured  e,s  the  venue  of  the  International  Helicopter 
Meet  on  17.6.71,  an  outdoors  Draughtsboard  V7as  gifted  to  North  Lodge  Park  on 
14. 7. 7”!,  and  abnonnal  storms  in  August  and  November  caused  much  damage  to 
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the  sea  front,  especially  to  the  East  V/alkvmy,  the  Y/est  End  Chalets, 
and  the  Beach  Steps  from  Ilunton  Road  Car  Park. 

Mr.  Young  left  my  Depai’tment  on  2.7.7^  and  Mr.  M.D.  Y/atts  took  up 
his  duties  on  1 6. 8. 71. 

My  thanks  go  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  to  Dr.  McMurdo,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  their 
understanding  and  encouragement  and  to  all  members  of  the  staff,  with 
a special  mention  for  Mr.  TMatts,  for  their  co-operation  and  help.

Council  house  maintenance  v/as  carried  out  mainly  by  direct  labour 
during  the  whole  of  the  year,  except  for  the  contract  painting  which  v^as 
carried  out  in  accordance  v/ith  the  agreed  rota.  Repairs  requiring  the 
attention  of  a plumber  were  passed  to  local  firms  for  attention. 


The  Council  are  continually  vetting  alledgedly  sub-standard  accommodation 
following  applications  for  Council  houses,  A report  of  the  conditions 
found  is  noted  on  the  Council  House  Application  List,  as  well  as  informinj^ 
the  ovmers  of  the  property  of  any  difficulties.

All  sites  are  conducted  satisfactorily/,  rand  the  owners  are  always 
willing  to  co-operate  as  much  as  possible. 

The  new  surface  water  drains  commenced  in  1970  v/ere  completed  this  yeor. 
These  surface  water  drains  serve  Station  Road  tl'irough  to  G-rove  Road,  and 
from  Cromwell  Road  along  the  south  and  west  sides  of  the  Cricket  Field, 
through  to  and  including  Cliff  Avenue.  As  a result  of  this  no  flooding 
has  been  experienced  in  the  Suffield  Park  and  Cricket  Field  areas. 

The  foul  sewerage  system  continues  to  work  satisfactorily.  The  present 
means  of  sewage  treatment,  i.e..  Settlement  T-'inks  below  the  Promenade,  also 
continues  to  work  satisfactorily.  The  tanks  were  emptied  and  cleaned  out  . t 
the  end  of  the  yeirr.  The  condition  of  the  outfall  sewer,  however,  at  the 
end  of  the  Pier  is  giving  some  cause  for  concern  and  is  being  kept  under 
surveillance . 

S_g^ET,  CLm^SI_NG: 

The  continuing  use  of  the  Johnson  Mecha.nical  Sweeper  has  enabled  us 
to  maintain  the  roads  in  a clean  condition.  \;’herc  space  is  confined  hand 
sweejjing  is  carried  out.  Both  Sheringham  U.D.C.  and  North  7;alsham  TJ.D.C. 
hire  the  machine  and  di'iver  for  a regular  period  each  week. 

.PUBLIC. _ CLEAil^ING: 

The  system  of  refuse  collection  continued  sa.tisfactorily  throughout  t/i : 
year  v/ith  the  use  of  the  Dennis  Paxit  IIA  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle, 
supplemented  with  the  use  of  the  small  side  loader.  The  latter  vehicle 
caused  concern  since  its  condition  was  rapidly  deteriorating  and  it  vaas 
not  entirely  reliable. 

On  the  combing  into  force  of  the  vehicle  operators  licensing  pi-’ocodui  c;, 
a shortage  of  di'ivers  Vvdth  the  nov:  necessary  heavy  goods  vehicles  licences 
was  created,  there  being  a very  limited,  reserve.  The  Norfolk  County  Cv..uncil 
also  undertook  a work  study  of  ref as e collection  during  this  period. 
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DISPOSAL 


The  management  of  the  refuse  tip  continued  to  be  reasonablj'-  satisfacti:<rj’ 
during  the  yeai’.  The  local  contractor  continues  to  provide  the  nocossrjr/ 
bull-doaing  services,  covering  the  refuse  at  the  end  of  each  working  deg-. 

The  nev/  entrance  provided  at  the  southern  end  of  the  tip  has  provded  a betvui- 
means  of  access.  Some  difficulties  were  experienced  v/ith  loose  papers 
and  plastic  bags  being  blown  by  high  winds  but  in  all  cases  these  v/erc 
manuaj.ly  collected  over  the  following  days. 

PUBLIC  COiWEUTENCES 

Regular’  maintenance  and  the  vigila,nce  of  the  regular  attendants,  proved 
a very  successful  policy  v/hich  was  reflected  in  the  fact  that  complaints 
regarding  the  nine  sets  of  public  conveniences  during  the  year  were  rainin;al. 

OTIiER  FOODS 

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  in  various  shops  and  wholesale 
warehouses  in  the  district.  As  a result  10  certificates  wereissued  for 
various  types  of  food  during  the  year.  It  is  still  the  Council's  policy 
to  moke  a charge  of  10p,  for  each  certificate  issued. 

POOD  iiTTD  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

Inspections  v/ere  carried  out  during  the  year  and  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  institute  proceedings  against  any  caterer  in  the  tovm.  The 
general  standard  is  still  improving  and  Vvlth  tlie  continued  vigilance  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  it  ds  hoped  this  improvement  v/ill  continue.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council  had  tv/o  sources  of  supply,  viz:- 

(a)  At  Metton,  with  a potential  yield  of  72,000  gallons  per  hour  on 
a 16  hour  day,  and 

(b)  At  Roughton  Road,  with  a potential  yield  of  12,000  gallons  per 
hour  on  a 16  hour  day. 

The  East  Suffolk  and  Norfolk  River  Authority  licensed  the  tv/o 
stations  under  the  Water  Resources  Act,  1963,  to  abstract  240,000,000  ga.llon.-, 
and  15,000,000  gallons  per  year  from  sources  (a)  and  (b)  respectively. 

The  staffing  of  both  Stations  was  very  satisfactory.  Repairs  to 
the  Metton  pumphouse  are  still  outstanding,  otherv/ise  both  Stations  had 
satisfactory  working  during  the  period  of  the  first  three  months  of  1971.
